N THE autumn of 1916, a bored newspaper cor- 
respondent at Washington amused his readers 
with an account of a new power, somewhere in 
Arabia, whose request for recognition had caused 
our Department of State no little search to dis- 
cover its exact location. Shortly after, profes- 
sional orientalists were afforded that first of all 

proofs that a state actually exists: stamps marked 

“Hejaz Post.” 

Prophecy has never been more at a discount than at 
the present, and yet we may venture the prediction 
that here we have an event of world meaning, that 
problems are raised which America must aid in settling, 
that the historians of the future may see in this event 
one of the most important results of the war. Ameri- 
cans have devoted little enough attention to the Near 
Eustern question as a whole; the Arabian phase is vir- 
tually unknown. 

What has happened is no less than the rebirth of Is- 
lam. We all know from our school books that Islam 
began with Mohammed in Mecca, that under his im- 
mediate successors it conquered the greater part of the 
civilized world, and that there was developed within the 
century a civilization without a contemporary rival. 
We way further remember that the original Arab rul- 
ers were supplanted by Persians; Moors and Turks, and 
that civilization was transformed and then began to 
decline. e 

Here our knowledge is likely to end. Few of us re- 
alize that Islam is one of the most potent forces in 
the world today, that it counts its adherents by the 
hundred millions, that in the waste places of the earth 
it converts its hundreds where Christianity wins its 
tens, that its followers occupy a belt of the best ter- 
ritory on earth, extending from’ Morocco and the Su- 
dan to China and the Philippines. What happens in 
Mecca becomes matter for more than amusement when 
we realize that hundreds of thousands of men under 
our own flag feel exactly the same sentiments toward 
that «ity that other millions of our fellow citizens feel 
toward Rome. 

Contrary to the general belief, the “l'nspeakable 
Turk” has bis good points. He is a soldier without 
superior, has much administrative ability. and 
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he has not been cor- 
rupted by intermar- 
riage with other 
races or by so-called 
“liberalism” in the 
guise of the pro-Ger- 
man “Young Turk,” 
he is, man for man, 
the equal of _his 
Western brother of 
similar social stand- 
ing. Unfortunately, 
he is a Northerner 
ruling Southerners. 
He is slow, stolid, 
rather contemptuous 
of the man from the 
South, who is quick- 
er in guile as in the 
field of the intellect. 
He takes over and 
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patronizes, by virtue 
of his being a better 
soldier and ruler, a 
culture he is incapa- 
ble of producing. 
To the man of the . 

South, be is a Northern barbarian, speaking a 
language which has no connection with the sacred 
speech used by the Prophet and preserved to 
posterity in the Koran. He clings to customs which are 
only nominally glossed over by the Sacred Law and is 
no fit successor to the Prophet. The Arab bag never 
forgotten that his was and is the sacred language, that 
the Koran can rightly be read only in Arabic, that from 
his race came the Prophet, that in his land are found 
the four holy cities of Mecca, Medina, Jerusalem and 
Hebron, and that all the cities most intimately con- 
nected with the glories of the Caliphate—Alexandria, 
Damascus, Baghdad, still speak Arabic. He would be 
more than human did he not look forward to the day

in the ‘80s of the last century, Islam seemed about 
to foilow Turkey into dissolution. That it did not do 
80 Was largely the work of Abdul Hamid, who first dis- 
covered the worth to the state of a pan-Islam iv which 
Constantinople might supplant Mecca as Rome had 
supplanted Jerusalem in the Middle Ages. History 
might today be profoundly different had this ideal con- 
tinued pure and undefiled. Hungarian writers assist- 
ed in transforming the pan-Islamic into the pan-Tura- 
nian movement; but if Hungarian, Finn and Russian 
Tartar were thereby won to Turkish support, the Arab- 
speaking world was definitely alienated. 


Rebellion became chronic in the Yemen, in South- 
west Arabia, the most desirable part of the peninsula. 
Army after army was lost by battle, disease and treach- 
ery. The Turkish revolution of 1908, with its brief 
“Era of Good Feeling,” for the moment checked the 
Arab movement, but it revived at once when the 
Young Turks, in their unfortunate imitation of Western 
nationalism, began the Ottomanization of the empire. 
Radicals went so far as to demand a Turkish transla- 
tion of the Koran, the use of that language exclusively 
on trains, in newspapers, in private bookkeeping. By 
such means the close connection with Hungary was 
continued, Bulgaria suddenly discovered that the orizgi- 
nal Bulgars had been Turaniaas and so fit allies for 
the Turks, Muslim intellectuals in Trans-Caucasian Rus- 
sia longed for the day when they should be restored 
to Turkey. To the debit side of the account must be 
placed the complete alienation of all the other nation- 
alities in Turkey, Muslim equally with Christian. When 
the great war began, the Arabic-speaking peoples were 
ripe for revolt. 

Before any overt act occurred, Turkish officials 
seized and killed the Syrian leaders in several cities. 
Among the patriots thus executed were members of 
the tribe of the Sherif of Mecca, a descendant of the 
Prophet, and the official head of the sacred city. 
Already predisposed to revolt by the “liberalism” of 
Enver Pasha and the Committee of Union and Progress, 
by their scarcely concealed agnosticism, and by the 
deliberate abrogation of provisions of the Sacred Law 
laid down in the Koran itself, the Arabs felt them- 
selves provoked beyond endurance. 

In a ringing address to “all our Muslim brethren,” 
Husein, the son of Ali, appealed to Allah as judge, 
in the words of the Book, mourned the loss of Muslim 
prestige brought about by the Young Turk fiascos in 
Tripoli and the Balkans, and its present perilous po- 
sition. He condemned the borrors of deportation, the 
murder of leading Muslims, the banishments and con- 
fiscations of property belonging to the innocent fami- 
lies of victims. Then he told of the revenge taken by 
the. Turkish garrison for the revolt of Mecca. how a 
shell fell but four feet from the very house of Allah, 
how the rug that covered the Sacred Black Stone was 
fired, the despair ef the pious as they saw it and the 
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killing of worshipers every day within the sacred 
precincts until worship was perforce discontthued. 

No Westerner can realize the thrill of horror such 
sacrilege must produce in the breast of every true 
Muslim. Islam had not risen when the Turks, at the 
dictation pf their infidel masters, had preached the 
Holy War. Henceforth, there could be no doubt as 
to the position every true Muslim must take. 

The «up of Young Turk iniquity was full, and on 
Noy. 16, 1916, Husein was declared Sultan of the Hejaz 
and was promptly recognized by the Entente Powers. 
By their operations east of the Dead Sea, the Arabs did 
much to render futile the Turko-German advance 
against Egypt, thus saving the Suez Canal and the 
route to India and Australia. They played their part 


jn the redemption of Jerusalem By drawing off troops 


at a time when these were desperately needed by 
the Turks. In the last campaign, they assisted the 
British in the great drive which carried the allies from 
Samaria to Aleppo. 

The war in the Near East has ended in the com- 
plete triumph of our allies and only the political set- 
tlement remains. A son of the Sherif has arrived 
in Paris, has been assigned two delegates at the con- 
ference and has given tea to American correspondents. 
Already we can see, at least in outline, the problems 
which must be solved. First, a new state has come 
into the world; and, whatever aid it may receive from 
the Entente Powers, it must be independent in every 
sense, or Muslim thought will be outraged. At present, 
it occupies only the Hejaz, the strip along the west 
coast of Arabia, with the holy cities, plus a line of ad- 
vance up the Mecca railroad to Syria, but its claims are 
far wider, even to Syria as a whole. 

Yemen is in anarchy, with the chance that the an- 
archy will be ended with some sort of British rule, for 
Yemen forms the back country to Aden, and Aden com- 
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is the third most holy Muslim shrine. When Jerusalem 
was taken by Gen. Allenby, it was not handed over to 
the Jews. Instead, to quote his official report, ‘The 
Mosque of Omar and the area around it have been 
placed under Moslem control, and a military cordon 
ot Mohammedan officers and soldiers has been estab- 
lished around the mosque. Orders have been issued 
that no non-Mosiem is to pass within the cordon with- 
out permiasion of the Military Governor and the Mos- 
lem in charge,’ Christian and Jew excluded from so 
sacred a place, and in favor of Muslims' 

The policy is clear. Equally clear is the proclama- 
tion which declared that the sacred shrine of Hebron, 
where Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, with their wives, 
are supposed to be buried, “has been placed under 
exclusive Mosiem control.” 

The lands belonging to Muslim mosques and schools, 
to Christian churches and monasteries, add the com- 
plication of vested interest. Much of the remainder 
is owned by Christian and Muslim notables and they 
are up in arms over the new invasion. Mass meetings 
of Christians and Muslims have been held, protection 
has been demanded against forced sales under unfair 
conditions, and the use of Arabic as the only official 
language. This has been conceded in principle and Al- 
lenby has refused to register land transfers made since 
the occupation. 

Sir Syed Ameer Ali, probably the greatest living 
Muslim publicist, has strongly declared the Germanic 
origin of Zionism and has categorically stated the dis- 
pleasure of Muslims at the change of policy. British 
policy in the East does indeed rest on Muslim support, 
and when he points out the relative numbers of Muslims

port Britain, he brings forward what after all must be 
the most serious objection, from the British point of 
view, to an independent Palestine.

Yet when he arrived in London, he could declare, 
“The two main branches of the Semitic family, Arabs 
and Jews, understand one another, and | hope that, 
as a result of interchange of ideas at the peace “ron- 
ference, which will be guided by ideals of self-determi- 
nation and nationality, each nation will make definite 
progress towards the realization of its aspirations. 
Arabs are not jealous of Zionist Jews, and intend to 
give them fair piay, and the Zionist Jews have as- 
sured the Nationalist Arabs of their intention to see 
that they, too, have fair play in their respective areas, 
Turkish intrigue in Palestine has raised jealousy be- 
tween the Jewish colonists and the loca! peasants, but 
the mutual understanding of the aims of Arabs and 
Jews will at once clear away the last tgace of this 
former bitterness, which, indeed, had already practically 
disappeared even before the war by the work of the 
Arab secret Revolutionary Committee, which, in Syria 
and elsewhere, laid the foundation of the Arab mili- 
tary successes of the past two years.”

LINDNESS is not merely a calamity; it 
is an opportunity!” 

Startling as these words may seem to 
most of us, accustomed to regard the 
loss of sight as one of the most dread- 
ful and hopeless of affictions, they 
express a thought upon which has been 
founded a new and revolutionary system for the care of 
those living in the dark. The author is Sir Arthur 
Pearson, the eminent British publisher and philan- 
thropist. At the beginning of the war he established 
in London St. -Dunstan’s Hostel for Blinded Soldiers 
and Sailors, and through it passed virtually every man 
of the British imperial forces on land and sea who lost 
his sight through wounds. 

In the way of preparing these afflicted men for self- 
support, St. Dunstan's accomplished miracles. Courses 
of training which in other institutions required four 
or five years were dispatched in six or eight months. 
And now the experience gained at St. Dunstan’s is to 
be utilized for the benefit of Amerfcaps. Sir Arthur 
recently made a voyage to this country to lay the fruits 
of his knowledge before a conference upon the indus- 
trial training of soldiers blinded in the war. 


When the blinded British soldier arrived at St. Dun- 
stan’s he was likely to be sunk in despair. He was 
usually in the prime of life, and now, in his young 
manhood, for him all light was forever quenched. He 
would never again see the sun or enjoy the beauties 
of moonlight and starry skies. Never again would he 
look upon the buildings of a city or see his home, or 
gaze into the faces of his loved ones. But at the 
threshold of St. Dunstan’s there was flashed upon his 
mind like lightning the thought: 

“Blindness is not merely a calamity: 
tunity.” 

An opportunity to begin a new life, which can al- 
ways be made absorbingly interesting. An opportunity, 
to confront a foe who seemed to have disarmed him, 
but from whom victory could be wrenched by a stout 
spirit. An opportunity to develop new and undreamed 
powers in senses of which he had scarcely been aware 
the senses of hearing, touch and scent. In short, an 
adventure! It was this optimism of mental outlook 
upon which the founder from the first relied as the 
basis of his system.

Moreover, the soldier found that all of his teachers 
were blind men and women. They asked him to ac- 
complish nothing which they themselves had not 
achieved. Most striking of all to the newly blinded 
student was the fact that the director of the hostel 
was also a blind man. Sir Arthur Pearson, after a 
meteor-like career in journalism, which at the age of 
85 made him a multi-millionaire and placed him in 
control of some 30 newspapers and magazines, lost his 
sight. He was compelled to relinquish most of his 
business interests, but here, at St..Dunstan’s, he was 
brilliantly managing an enterprise which can best be 
described in his own words: “In days when I! could 
see | had the direction of some big enterprises, but St. 
Dunstan's became the biggest individual business that 
I have ever conducted.’ 


“Learning to be blind’ was the name he gave to his 


system of training. “It seemed to me,” he writes, 
“that blind people had in the past been generally 
treated in the wrong manner. Sweet, kindly folk had 


talked to them about their affliction and the terrible 
difficulties that beset them. If you tell a man often 
enough that he is afflicted he will become afflicted. | 
determined that at least in my own dealings with the 
blind the word pity and the word affliction should not 
be used.’ : ‘ 

“There “is much that we cannot see,” continues he; 
“there is one thing we will not see, if we can help it, 
and that is the gloomy side of life. This is the gospel 
of St. Dunstan's.” 


{it was admitted frankl¥ that there is one thing the 
blind man cannot do, and that is to see. Recognizing 
this truth, the sooner he ceases to repine for those 
pleasures depending on the sight the better. Let him 
understand that many of them may be replaced by the 
use of other senses.

is accomplished by the brain and not by the eye. The 
eye is merely one channel by means of which the brain 
can conduct this operation. And it 
one. If the eye fails, there is another channel, a more 
clumsy one, to be sure, but nevertheless very effective; 
the nerves of touch in the tips of the fingers. Thus was 
the student introduced to the Braille system of reading 
by means of raised dots. 

Before the war Sir Arthur was serving as president 
of the National Institute for the Blind. His connection 
with the National Relief Fund of the Prince of Wales, 
which began in August, 1914, led to many visits to hos- 
pitals, and there he encountered the first blinded pa- 
tient—a Belgian soldier, whose eyes had been pierced 
by a bullet on the first day of the siege of Liege. He 
was almost certainly the first soldier blinded in the 
war. He met other sightless soldiers, Belgian, French 
and English. They gave him the idea of establishing 
an institution for the training of blinded soldiers. 

A gratifying element in his success was the generosity 
of an American, Otto Kahn of New York, who placed at 
Sir Arthur's disposal St. Dunstan's, his residence in 
Regent's Park, together with its grounds of 15 acres, 
the most spacious in London save those of Buckiffgham 
Palace. Mr. Kahn not only placed his house and 
grounds at the disposal of blinded soldiers, without 
any cost whatever, but maintained the-grounds and to 
some extent the house itself: he was a generous donor 
to the general fund and gave absolute carte blanche to 
erect any supplementary buildings needed. At present 
the once beautiful gardens are almost covered with 
workshops, classrooms, Offices, storehouses, chapels 
and recreation rooms, while additions to the house ex- 
tend on all sides, and a great building, called Bungalow 
Annex, covers one of the fields 


St. Dunstan's has an interesting history. It was 
built in the Regency days by the third Marquis of 
Hertford, the original of the wicked Marquis of Steyne 
in Thackeray's “Vanity Fair.” The designer was the 
famous architect, Decimus Burton. The portico was 
adapted from the Temple of the Winds in Athens; the 
roof is Venetian. The name was given to the house 
by a huge clock, projecting over the terrace, which 
originally hung ovet Fleet street from the Church of 
St. Dunstan. When the-old church was pulled down 
in 1830, the Marquis of Hertford purchased the clock, 
whose two life-sized figures, carved in wood, striking 
the hours on bells with clubs, were among the sights of 
London. The removal of this ancient landmark from 
the city is said to have drawn tears from the eyes of 
Charles Lamb. 

St. Dunstan himself was ‘an admirable character of 
about 1000 years ago. He rose from humble beginnings 
to be Archbishop of Canterbury, and ordained that 
every priest in England ‘should learn a trade. Legend 
relates that the Devil once appeared to him and had 
his nose shrewdly tweaked for nis ‘pains, by a pair of 
pincers wielded by the intrepid prelate 

“The St. Dunstan of today,” says Sir Arthur, “ban- 
ishes with equal prompfitude the devils of despair, 
hopelessness and apathy. He also bids his assistants 
teach simple and remunerative trades. It seems to me 
a singular freak of fortune that our home should, long 
before we inhabited it, have been given a name which 
turned out to be so appropriate.” 
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“The Advantages of Blindness.” 


By Sir Arthur Pearson. | 
IRST among the advantages of blindness 
I would place the unquestionably improved 
mentality which is sure to result. The 
average human being takes himself as he 
finds himself and leaves it at that. For much of 
his time his doings are practically automatic. It 
costs him no effort of thought to dress, eat or 
move about, but when blindness comes this auto- 
matic freedom goes. 

Practically every action of his life now de- 
mands thought, and closely concentrated thought 
at that. This continued mental exercise, this 
necessity for making the very most of all indi- 
cations which help one to be normal, has un- 
juestionably a stimulatingly beneficial effect upon 
the brain, while the increased necessity for exer- 
cising the memory tends greatly to improve that 
most valuable faculty. 

As the years roll by the necessity for constant 
thought becomes less and less, but by the time 
this stage is reached the mental improvement has 
been effected, and | am quite certain that almost 
every man who passed through St. Dunstan's 
would agree with me that from the mental point 
of view he is a far superior human being to the 
one he was when he possessed his sight. 


= 


The trades which the founder selected for teaching— 
and he asserts that nothing has led him to believe 
any mistake was made—were massage, shorthand writ- 
ing, telephone operating, poultry farming, joinery, mat- 
making, boot repairing and basketry. Netting was 
added as a sort of paying hobby, at which a nice little 
sum could be made every week in spare time. 

The new arrival at St. Dunstan's was always present- 
ed with a watch, which was not so much a gift as a 
lesson. It was specially made for the use of the blind, 
with raised dots in place of the ordinary numerals, and 
hands slightly raised. In the hospital, blind patients 
almost constantly ask the time, and now, when for the 
first time they held in their hands a watch by which 
they could tell the hour, they were delighted. They 
found they were able to do something like other peo- 
ple. It was a little discovery that, like a spark, set 
alight all kinds of hopes. The patient realized all of 
a sudden that his hands were going to be of amazing 
use to him 

All the men who went to St. Dunstan's were taught 
typewriting, and each, when he became proficient, was 
presented with a machine. No special kind of type- 
writer was employed, but a make in general commercial 
use. The importance placed upon typewriting is due 
to the fact that not even persons blind from birth, ac- 
cording to Sir Arthur, ever become able to write long- 
hand successfully. Those who can already write when 
they become blind are seldom able to continue for long 
to do so legibly. 

The blind typist, in order to pass the test at St. 
Dunstan's, had to write speedily and accurately a full- 
page letter, containing capitals, figures and all the spe- 
cial signs. This and a full-page essay had to be typed 
in an hour, one mistake and three corrections being 
allowed. The average time required to train one’s self 
to pass this test proved to be six weeks, although one 
man, who had never used a typewriter before, passed 
without making a single mistake in three weeks. 

“An habitual visitor,’ says Sir Arthur, “once told 
me that never had the meaning of blindness been so 
brought home to him as on one occasion when, passing 
through the lounge, which was in darkness and, he 
supposed, deserted, he suddenly heard the clicking of a 
typewriter and stumbled upon a man working, of course 
unconcerned, under conditions that to a sighted person 
seemed so incredible.” 

Such typewriting would be invaluable ¥o every blind 
man, but for work in an office other training would 
be requisite. So it was decided that shorthand writing 
should be taught at St. Dunstan's. Now, Braille short- 
hand is particularly difficult; it is written on a ma- 
chine with six keys which punch dots in various po- 
sitions on a strip of paper. It was thought before 1914 
that this shorthand could be learned only by persons 
blind from infancy, who had been brought up to read 
Braille as an ordinary person reads print. One must 
memorize about 150 initial, medial and final contrac- 
tions, in addition to signs for some 500 words and 
phrases in common use. In order to pass the test, the 
student at St. Dunstan's had to become able to take 
from dictation 100 words a minute. Extraordinary 
success was attained in this department, though the 
length of time required was somewhat longer than that 
in the simpler occupations. 

it was found that the expert typist and shorthand 
writer was best equipped to take up another complicat- 
ed occupation, that of operating telephone switchboards.

“St. Dunstan's operators,” remarks Sir Arthur, “have 
found employment with many large business firms in 
London and the provinces, and all the reports that 
reach me testify to their ability to manage the switch- 
boards as guickly and as aceurately as any sighted 
telephonist.” 

Massage seems an almost hopeless occupation for 
blind men to learn, for it requires a considerable know!- 
edge of anatomy, physiology and pathology, besides the 
manipulative dexterity that is necessary. Those trained 
at St. Dunstan's, before they could practice, had to pass 
the very stiff examinations of the Incorporated Society 
of Trained Masseurs. Yet. before the war ended, seme 
69 men had passed the tests and were busily at work, 
mostly in military hospitals. The outcome was the 
more amazing in that most of the men had had only 
common school education. Anatomy was taught by 
means of a figure of papier mache which could be taken 
apart, and which contained facsimiles of all the bones, 
nerves, blood vessels and organs of the body. 

Jhe student in poultry farming was taught first to 
distinguish the various breeds by feeling the combs, 
wattles, weight and plumage. “! saw,” wrote a visitor 
to St. Dunstan's, “one man having a lesson .in how to 
use an incubator: that man was not only totally blind, 
but he had lost one arm and a finger and thumb off 
the other hand: yet he could select any fowl! out of 
nine or 10 different kinds and tell you the breed of 
each.” The student learned how to distinguish the 
various foods by means of touch, sme!! or taste, how to 
mix and prepare them, afd how to vary them according 
to the needs of his fowls. He was taught how to make 
chicken houses and runs, how to operate incubators, 
the cure and prevention of disease, the marketing of 
ezzs and the preparation of fowls for the table. If 
he wished, he could also study the care of ducks and 
turkeys, rabbit breeding and keeping, and gardening, 
sc as to produce foodstuffs for his chickens. 

Basket making, which is done all over the world by 
hand, proved an occupation which the men at St. Dun- 
gstan’s acquired with extraordinary rapidity. Mat mak- 
ing is also a well-recognized occupation for the blind,

and it was rare that the average student failed to 
perfect himself in this craft in more than three months. 

Boot repairing proved the most popular of all handi- 
crafts at St. Dunstan's, and in a short period the blind 
cobbler learned to sole and heel a pair of boots as well 
as anybody in the kingdom. The tools used are in 
the main those of the ordinary workman, but a little 
plane instead of a knife is used to remove the rough 
edges, and there is also an ingenious puncher which 
marks indents at the proper spaces at which the brads 
are inserted. It seldom required more than six months 
for a man to become a skilled craftsman. 


The idea of teaching joinery to blind men was a 
new one at St. Dunstan’s, but it proved one of the most 
successful. The tools were practically the same as 
those used by workmen with eyes, except that the rule 
was marked with notches, enabling the artisan to fix 
his distances by touch. Laths were used to guide his 
sawing, and he made guides to hold his saw when cut- 
ting tenons. From the beginning, instead of experiment - 
ing on stray boards, the student was taught to make 
simple articles, such as glove and handkerchief boxes, 
from which he progressed to photo frames, tea trays, 
cupboards, tables, reading stands, medicine chests, 
etc. This work proved particularly fascinating: over- 
time was often practiced, and sighted persons visiting 
St. Dunstan's often came upon a phenomenon which 
never grew stale to them-—that of a man hammering, 
planing and nailing away in a room that was pitch 
dark. 

The test of St. Dunstan’s and of Sir Arthur's the- 
ories lies in the success with which its graduates have 
prospered out in the world. The founder finds that a 


_ Vast majority of them are making a good living aside 


from their pensions. Some are earning more—in not a 
few cases thrée or four times as much-—-as they had 
commanded with the possession of sight. Quotations 
from letters written by such men, in a tone of cheeri- 
ness and self-reliance, form one chapter in Sir Arthur 
Pearson's recent and vivid book, “Victory Over Blind- 
ness” (Doran), from which the facts in this article 
are taken.

Still another, who was before the war foreign and 
colonial director for a large firm, was able to return 
to that position, and reported that he was able to 
carry out his duties as if nothing had happened. His 
fellow directors eventually chose him to make a busi- 
ness tour embracing America, Canada, Honolulu, Fiji, 
Australia and New Zealand, with the aim of rebuilding 
the business that was virtually wiped out during the 
war. Numerous others wrote that they were prosper- 
ing as masseurs, poulterers, secretaries and in numer- 
ous positions for which they had been trained at St. 
Dunstan's. 


When St. Dunstan's opened it had 16 blind men and 
a small staff. At the end of 1918 it had sent forth 600 
graduates and had 17) other blind men still in train- 
ing, besides 200 men in hospital who were still to be 
trained. The staff had grown to include 595 women and 
293 men. It is not expected that the work will be wound 
up for another 12 months. 


SALIVA AS A DRUG FOR DRESS- 
ING WOUNDS 


EW of us have not seen a dog friend, or perhaps 
some canine stranger, licking a sore or hurt of 
his and make a clean, quick recovery. And it is 
a deeply rooted idea that good will result from 
having a dog lick a human wound, and there may be 
some soundness in it. 

One explanation of the efficacy of a dog's licking 
its own wounds is that disease germs in the wound 
are swallowed and the dog's system ‘reacts against 
them, forming an antitoxin in the blood which acts 
against the bacteria in the wound. Veterinarians give 
matter discharged from wounds to wounded animals 
by the mouth. The other explanation is that saliva has 
aseptic properties in itself. It is an old admonition to 
spit on an insect bite. Such advice used to be given 
by a veteran insect exterminator whose practical 
knowledge must have stood for something. 

Dr. Grevin, writing in the Journal de Medicine de 
Bordeaux, believes that a study of the ingredients of 
saliva would throw much light on the preparation of 
an antiseptic solution to be used as a wound dressing; 
he deplores that he has neither laboratory nor library 
to make such an investigation.

Following the collapse of the “Mollies’ McParland 
returned to Chicago and worked on many of the big 
express and bank robberies that were passed to the 
Pinkertons for investigation and action. He made 
many important arrests and ran down some of the 
most noted criminals developed in the last half cen- 
tury. For a time he was manager of the Western dis- 
trict for the Pinkerton organization, and while serv- 
ing in that capacity directed the investigation fol- 
lowing the assassination of ex-Gov. Steunenberg of 
Idaho, when the labor troubles in the Western mining 
districts became acute. It was he who worked up the 
evidence that led to the arrest of Orchard, Moyer, Pet- 
tibone, Heywood and’ others prominently identified 
with the labor bodies in Colorado, Idaho and other 
Western states. 

The conditions found in McParland’s investigation 
led to the conclusion that it was another outbreak of 
“Mollie Maguireism,” and the country was aroused. 
The trouble among the Western miners started with a 
strike in 1904, which spread from Colorado to all the 
other mining areas. Dec. 30, 1905, former Gov. Steun- 
enberg of Idaho was assassinated and later Harry Or- 
chard. whose-arrest followed the investigation made 
by McParland, made a complete confession. He also 
admitted that he and others dynamited 14 nonunion 
miners at Independence, Colo., in June, 1904.

HEN old Bill Hart doffs his broad- 
brimmed Stetson, grips your hand 
like a vise and in his Western drawl 
says: “Son, I'm powerful glad to 


he was born in Newburgh, 7 York 
State. For William S. Harf, motion 
picture actor, ig more Western in manner and ap- 
pearance than anyone who ever came out of the wild 
and wooly. He is the “two-gun” man of the movies, 
as cool as a cucumber when looking into the muzzle of 
an unloaded Colt, no matter what its caliber. In fact, 
only William Gillette can appear more unconcerned 
when “stuck up” by a property revolver. Which is 
really a tribute to Mr. Hart, who, after all, is an actor. 

But because William S: Hart has affected all the 
mannerisms of the West and sometimes forgets that 
he is only acting the rough and ready cowboy with 
a big heart, it must not be gathered that he has only 
a motion picture smattering of the plainsman. I have 
it from. his own lips that his father and mother re- 
moved to Dakota Territory a year after he was born, 
and that the first 15 years of his life, except the year 
in Newburgh, which didn’t count for much, were spent 
on the frontier. 

When it is remembered that Mr. Hart is well past 
50, it is quite possible that 40 years ago he had Indian 
boys for playmates—and mostly Sioux at that. 

“With those rugged sons of the West,” he told me, 
“I! learned to ride horseback, shoot with deadly ac- 
curacy and to hunt and track wild game.” Mr. Hart 
also informed me that he learned to speak the “silent 
tongue’—-the sign language of the Sioux—which, I 
understand, is understood by all Indian tribes. 

But the incident. which passeth all understanding is 
one which nearly ended his career at the tender age 
of 12. He was bitten by a vicious rattler and given up 
for dead, but was nursed back to life by a beautiful 
Indian squaw, who officated as the doctor, the nearest 
physician being engaged in punching cows at a ranch 
some 60 miles distant. To convince me of the absolute 
authenticity of this incident, Mr. Hart offered to show 
me the place where it happened if I would visit the 
region of the Upper Missouri with him. 

At any rate, Mr. Hart has a fund of anecdotes about 
his early Dakota days which lend color to his biography 
if nothing else. Both Mr. and Mrs. Hart believed their 
son should have every opportunity to associate with 
Indians and wild women before getting into the movies. 
And it was not until he had passed his sixteenth birth- 
day that the family moved back to New York City 

As this story is about William 8S. Hart, motion pic- 
ture actor, we will skip ‘the intervening years and 
begin with May, 1914,.when he stepped off the train 
in Los Angeles to begin work in Western pictures. He 
paid his own railroad fare to California and was under 
contract to star at the munificent 
salary of $75 a week, and no share . 
of the profits. The fact that after 
making nothing but Western pic- 
tures for five years he is receiving 
$1000 a day speaks well for his busi- 
ness ability. Seriously, he was a suc- 
cess in pictures from the start, as is 
evident from the fact that his first 
five-reel picture, “The Bargain,” is : 
still being exhibited. ' 


{ first met Mr. Hart at Hoffman’s,- . S 
a restaurant in the heart of Los An- 
geles. affected by motion picture 
stars.

meet you!” it is hard to believe that - 
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Bill Hart was born in Newburgh, N. J., but from the tender age of one was nurtured by 
the Sioux in Dakota Territory. 


There were five or six movie people at the table where 
I was introduced by a title-writer, among them Wil- 
liam S. Hart, who was having his Sunday night supper 
of steak and fried potatoes. I say supper advisedly, 
for a meal that is begun before the hour of 6 cannot 
be dignified with the word dinner. Besides, supper is 
what the natives of Los Angeles call it. They have it 
early, and it might be mentioned that there is a flexi- 
ble rubber toothpick factory in the City of Angels that 
runs double shifts. 

Seated at a table in this more or less Teutonic restau- 
rant with a plate of fried potatoes at his right, Mr. 
William S. Hart did not look the hero [| had pictured 
him from occasional visits—to kill time or keep out 
of the rain—that I had made to so-called temples of 
motion picture art. With his close-cropped hair and 
slender figure neither did he look his 50 years. And as 
he did not know anything about my mission in Los 
Angeles he did not attempt to tell me anything con- 
cerning the tribal traits of the Sioux or how his broth- 
ers and sisters came into the world attended by squaws 
as midwives. 

But when | found him at his studio on Bates street, 
out in Hollywood, it was a very different William 5S. 
Hart that grasped my hand. He had been informed 
that I was coming out to interview him and he was 
made up for the part. : 

I do not mean to say that Bill Hart, as he is called 
by everyone, would not have been wearing chapps, 
spurs and all the other accouterments of a motion 
picture cowboy if I had not been announced. It is his 
regular business to make Western pictures and he 
wears his business clothes, even as you and |. What 
I mean to convey is that he was in one of his best 
Western moods. 

Despite the fact that Bill Hart is associated only 
with pictures. of Western life, he is the exact opposite 
of Douglas Fairbanks, who is equally famous in the 


same field of endeavor. Doug takes life as a joke. Bill 
takes it as seriously as he is serious himself. And, as 


Doug says, “Oh, God! how serious Bill Hart can be!” 

Fairbanks admits that he’s a rotten actor. Hart 
thinks himself a good one, and in this opinion he is not 
alone. He demonstrated his acting ability when he 
played Cash Hawkins, a Western bad man, back m 
1905, at Wallack’s Theater, in William Faversham’s 
production of “The Squaw Man.” Fairbanks believes 
success in Hart 


pictures is due largely to “stunts.” 


Hart was stalking along the main street, wearing a sombrero, a plaid shirt, 
a yellow handkerchief, a belt with two guns, boots and spurs.

still holds that dramatic situations, if well acted, make 
the movie. 

The Hart studio is not a large one. ‘In fact, all its 
departments are under a single roof. The greater part 
of his pictures are made “on location.” for he believes 
in getting as much of the Western background in them 
as possible. Fortunately, the day I arrived at his 
studio he was making a few “interiors,” and we had 
an opportunity to discuss the picture game in his 
comfortable office. 

“Ye-es,” he said, in his Western-Newburgh (N. Y.) 
drawl, “when | started in this game Western pictures 
were a drug on the market. For the country had 
been deluged with sensational thrillers in the early mo- 
tion pictures, and even many intelligent people had 
formed the most weird and distorted ideas of the West. 

“It used to hurt me to know that the West was se 
misrepresented. I used to suffer agonies ‘when I 
saw some of the early pictures that were put out as 
episodes of frontier life. Not only were the stories 
absurd, but the get-ups of the actors were ridiculous. 
One night, after witnessing a particularly atrocious 
example of Western photoplay, I decided 1 would get 
into the game myself. As | had been identified with 
Western roles on the legitimate stage I figured that I 
would have little difficuity in getting over in the 
movies. But the principal thought in my mind was 
to make a few Western pictures that would be true 
to life. And I really gave up a big contract with a 
Broadway producing firm to gamble with fate in Hol- 
lywood. 

“If | have succeeded in making a number of Western 
pictures that have some semblance of reality | am con- 
tent,” he went on. “The trouble with the Western 
pictures that were made before | started in the game 
was that they were not made seriously. Their direc- 
tors and their actors regarded them as a joke. And 
that is one of the reasons Why there are 80 many poor 
fifms today. The people making them do not take 
their work seriously. 

“And are you really serious in taking it seriously?” 
I asked. 

“Son, I'm up at 6 in the morning and I work until 6 
at night,.’ replied the actor. “And in the evening I re- 
main at home and prepare my work for the following 
day.

HOUGH known to very few St. Louisans, 
it is nevertheless true that the first work- 
able typewriter built in the United States, 
or, in fact, in the world, made its debut in 
St. Louis, though it was built in Milwaukee 
by its inventor, Christopher Latham 
Sholes, whose 100th anniversary is to be 
. fittingly commemorated this vear by the unveiling of 
a monument over his grave in that city, erected through 
the efforts of the National Shorthand Reporters’ As- 
rociation. 

This fact is established in a souvenir book recently 
written by Charles E. Weller, secretary’ of the or- 
vanization and a former resident of this city, now 
living at La Porte, Ind. : 

“The Early History of the Typewriter’ is the title 
of Weller’s little book, and its mission is to impress in 
a vivid way the fact that Sholes invented the machine 
that has revolutionized office methods, and that his 
centennial is to be honored fittingly by those who have 
profited by his creation. 

In recounting the early days of this wonderful con- 
venience now ituse in all parts of the civilized world 
the author tells how it happened that the first completed 
mechanism came to St. Louis. He says: 

“At about the time of the completion of the first 
machine, in the late fall of 1867, I removed from Mil- 
waukee to St. Louis, to which place Mr. Sholes, in ac- 
cordance with his promise, shipped to me the first ma- 
chine that went out of the shop. It arrived in St. Louis 
about the middle of January, 1868. In the meantime, 
| had become connected with the shorthand firm of 
Waibridge & Allen, who were the, only verbatim re- 
porters in the city at that time.” 

That there was little realization of the importance 
of the great future ahead of the invention is apparent 
from the brevity of the newspaper account of its pre- 
liminary appearance in this city. The notice clipped 
from a morning paper is reproduced in the Weller 
book and it runs in this style: 

“A Printing Machine—We saw today in the office of 
Messrs. Walbridge, Allen & Weller, phonographic re- 
porters, a machine for printing, which they use in trans- 
cribing their notes. It is the invention of Hon. C. L. 
Sholes of Milwaukee, practical printer and prominent 
citizen. It is capable of printing 50 words a minute, 
the impressions being all in capital letters. Its prin- 
cipal advantage is in producing legible copy, and will 
be a joy to printers who now labor with the bad pen- 
manship of writers.” 

This appeared Jan. 15, 1868, just five years before the 
inventor turned the manufacture of his various models 
over to the Remington Arms Co., at Illion, N. Y. 

Describing the results obtained from the first vrac- 
tical machine built anywhere in the world. Weiier tells 
of numerous difficulties. In this respect, the first 
typewriter was pretty much like the first sewing ma- 
chine, the first cotton gin and other pioneer products 
of inventive skill. There were many defects noticeable 
in the first models, and much thought and skill, not 
to speak of years of intense application, were required 
to attain the desired goal of perfection. Hence the 
typewriters evolution differed in no essential detail 
from that of all the other notable productions of Amer- 
ican initiative genius. Writing on this score Weller 
Savs. 

“It was on that case (referring to the impeachment of 
a Judge before the Missouri Legislature) that we 
had the-opportunity of testing the practical working 
of the first typewriter, and I am happy to say that in 
spite of crude workmanship in some of its parts we 
were able to do considerable work with it. As the 
transcript was prepared for the printer, it did not re- 
quire the neat work that would have been demanded in 
depositions and transcripts of testimony and court pro- 
ceedings. 

“One of the principal objections to the use of the 
machine for depositions and transcripts of court testi- 
mony was the fact that in the construction of the first 
machine it was thought necessary to use very thin pa- 
per, and in order to get a satisfactory impression that 
the type should first strike the paper and get its im- 
pression through this paper from the ink ribbon pass- 
ing over it, so that althoue!h the first typewriter was a 
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Typewriter in the World 
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Recently published researches show first workable machine built

visible machine, it was made so from the fact that 
it was thought that only in this way could the work be 
done. . | 

“Sometime afterwards, however, when the roller took 
the place of the flat paper frame, it was found that 
by putting the ink ribbon next to the type instead of 
between the paper and the platen, a good impression 
could be obtained on paper of any thickness, but in 
doing so the visible feature had to be abandoned. 
When this was discovered Mr. Sholes laughed over his 
own obtuseness and that of his associates, that they 
should have been so long in discovering this simple lit- 
tle change which made so much difference in the char- 
acter of the work. 

“To those familiar with the modern typewriter, with 
all its latest improvements, it is indeed a wonder that 
a machine of the crude construction that | have at- 
tempted to describe, would do any kind of practical 
work, It had no bearings of finely polished steel in 
which each type bar could rest and do its work prop- 
erly. The type bars were simply pieces of straight 
brass, with the letters cut on the end, the type bar 
being fastened in the slot by a large brass wire set in a 
groove inside the circle of the disk, and as may well be 
imagined, there was more or less sticking of the type 
bar in the slot, instead of quickly returning to its 
place after being struck, and it was not an uncommon 
thing to find a few type bars bunched up in the center, 
which, of course, stopped all operations until they 
could be pried apart and gotten back into their places 
preparatory to a fresh start. 

“Then, too, the clock-work motor was not always 
equal to the occasion, and we would have to increase 
its power by adding to the leaden weight a jack knife

A suspended weight brought the type keys 
back into place. 


or a paper weight or a pair of shears or whatever 
might be at hand for the purpose; this added weight 
was sometimes too great for the cord, which would 
occasionally break, letting the weight down with a 
crash, and in such cases it was very necessary to*keep 
one’s toes out of the way or suffer some rather serious 
consequences. 

“The machine also had a habit of stuttering, so to 
speak, occasioned by the sticking of the type bar in 
the slot which | have described, which was extremely 
annoying when one was in a hurry. For instance, 
when one started on a sentence commencing with the 
letter “T,’ in place of the sentence we would have a 
long row of T's, indicating that the T had stuck in the 
slot. and the other letters were hammering up against 
it in a vain attempt to do their duty. Then at times 
the little steel ‘dog’ with its escapement working back 
and forth in the ratchet which controlled the move- 
ment of the paper frame, would fail to do its work 
properly and the carriage would jump an inch or 
two, or perhaps half a line, stopping with a sudden 
jerk, which was calculated to make one nervous, to say 
the least.

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“IT have been 
describing the 
a¢tions of 
the machine 
in some of its Worst moods. But don't imagine for a 
moment that this was a continuous affair. There were 
times when everything worked beautifully, and the 
speed that could be gotten out of it at such times was 
something marvelous, especially when we got onto that 
familiar sentence: 

“*Now is the time for all good men to come to the 
aid of the party.’ 

“When we talk about ‘greased lightning,’ why, fit 
wasnt in it at all. I won't say that our expert typist, 
if he had been there with his little speed dog and his 
hair trigger adjustment and was in a mood for doing 
some of his stunts, might possibly have beaten us a 
trifle, but he would have to hump himself to do it. 

“It may be interesting at this remote period to note 
the manner in which we procured and prepared our ink | 
ribbons in those primitive typewriter days, when one 
became worn out and useless. In those days we couldn't 
telephone for a black, blue or purple record or copying 
ribbon and a few minutes later behold a megsenger at 
the door with a little tin box containing the best up-to- 
date article, wrapped in oiled paper, with an envelope 
of tin foil, and a reel with which to attach it to the 
ribbon device. “No, indeed.

“On such occasions it became necessary to visit the 
nearest dry goods establishment and select a bolt of 
silk or satin ribbon, which was the only material that 
we could find to answer the purpose, and, having pur- 
chased it, we would buy a pint bottle of black ink and 
pour it into a wash bowl, and after unrolling the bolt 
of ribbon we would immerse it in the ink and allow 
it to remain until it was thoroughly saturated. and then 
towards evening before going home we would take it 
out of the ink and string it back and forth over the 
chairs and other furniture, and leave it to dry over 
night. It was anything but a pleasant job, and would 
hardly have been allowed in our modern offices, with 
their fine outfit of mahogany furniture and Hrussels 
rugs. But in those days of rough, bare floors, box 
wood stoves, sawdust cuspidors and Windsor chairs and 
smoke-blackened walls, such operations could be gar- 
ried on, as Mrs. Partington would say, ‘with perfect 
impurity.’ 

“In the meantime Mr. Sholes and his associates were 
doing everything within their power to further improve 
and perfect the machine, and some time later I re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. Sholes suggesting that I send 
my machine back, to be replaced by another containing 
the latest improvements. This was done, and some 
time afterwards the perfected machine was received 
(in the fall of 1870), embodying a number of changes. 
This machine was a great contrast, compared with the 
former one, and so far different in its outside appear- 
ance as to be hardly recognizable. The machine varied 
size from the present type- 
writer, but the iron frame, instead of being open at 
the sides, was inclosed with thin wooden boards, 
handsomely polished, painted and varnished, which 
gave it a very neat and attractive appearance. 

“! have many times wished, however, that the first 
machine which was manufactured under the patent of 
1868 had been preserved intact. It would have been a 
most interesting and valuable relic as an exhibit in this 
day, when typewriters are flooding all parts of the 
civilized world; but the origina! machine, together with 
several others which were made during the experi- 
mental stage of the work, was undoubtedly broken up 
and relegated to the scrap pile, except those parts that 
vould be worked into other machines.” 


Weller’s book takes up the various stages of the 
invention and shows how rapidly the improvements 
developed once the inventor and his two associates, 
working in the little machine shop in Milwaukee, got 
their work under way. The second machine sent to 
St. Louis was quickly succeeded by a third, each im- 
provement meaning practically a new mechanism. The 
author also features a number of fac simile typewritten 
letters sent here by Sholes in connection with the de- 
velopment of his newer types of machines.

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“PASSING OF FAMOUS SLEUTH 


WHO BROKE UP “MOLLY MAGUIRES” 


How James McParland joined oath-boand gang of murderers and gathered evi- 


dence that sent nine to gallows and scores to prison—Methods pursued by 
Pinkerton operative form astounding piece of “nerve” and detective instinct 


—Sir Arthur Conan Doyle immortaliz 


Fear” 3 —: — : 


ECRET SERVICE men generally agree that 
James MeParland, who died in Denver two 
weeks ago, was the most picturesque and 
unique of great American detectives. He was 
even more. He was in his day the most re- 
sourceful and dare-devil product of the Ameri- 
can system of developiug men to cope with the 
wit and daring of super-criminals. It required special- 
ists for various branches of crime, and the forte of this 
remarkable character was the handling of big jobs in- 
volving the organization and execution of conspiracies. 

Wherever there was an oath-bound band at work 
plotting murder, robbery or any other form of terror- 
ism, there is where Jim McParland wanted to be. Given 
that assignment, it would not be very long before 
he would be one of the beloved of the gang. one of its 
most popular members. He was a psychologist to an em- 
inent degree when it came to dealing with men who 
practiced crime on a wholesale scale; he had an inti- 
mate krowledge of the workings of their minds, and 
understood the arts of getting their confidence and win- 
ning admission to their folds. 

McParland's death has revived interest in the famous 
“Mollie Maguire” band, which terrorized the coal mining 
districts of Pennsylvania for three vears in the early 
‘70s The miners, who were constantly at grips with 
the operating end of the coal production, and who en- 
forced their demands with violence and bloodshed, in- 
stizated this murderous cabal and practiced intimida 
tion to such an extent that they were enabled to domi- 
pate the business and politics of nearly all the coal 
mining districts of the State. 

It was McParland who received the task of restoring 
order and some respect for civilized customs and pra‘ 
tices among the “Mollies,”’ as they were called. When 
he was summoned into the private office of the late 
Allan Pinkerton and told what he was expected to do, 
he smiled and said he would undertake the job, with 


every hope of smashing the gang and furnishing a 
red-letter day for the hangman 

When he set out to win this great victory for law 
and order the “Molly Maguires” had about reached the 
peal stage of their progress in bloodshed and sav- 
agers They had the Schuylkill and Shamokin dis- 
triits completely under their control, and brazenly de 


fiel anyone to check their rapacity. No-miner seek- 


ing emploxment could work a day without their ap 
proval. and those who undertook to ignore their awe 
some warnings to get out usually fell victims to vio- 
lence. many losing their lives as well as their earthly 
POSSesRSIONS The ‘“Mollies” spared no person wlio 
dared q@estion their right to rule these valleys in their 
own Violent way

lie had promised to give the hangman a 
chance to shake off his lethargy and make 
pome use of his ropes and bolts: and he 
had ltihewise given assurance, before he 
rceepted his hazardous job. that he would 
get all the secrets of the organization and 
find out why the politicians in these val- 
leys were so completely under the thom» 
of the murderous clan 

Another thing he essayed was to ascer. 
tain why the so-called law and order ele 
tmoent was so completely held in check 
The rest of the United States bad been 
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hearing almost daily of the high-handed performances 
of the murder gang with the feminine title, and was at 
a loss to know why some big instrument did not hap- 
pen along to remove this cancer, afflicting such a 
large part of the second greatest State in the Union. 
There were some who believed that the Keystone State 
was playing a second violin in the “Molly Maguire” 
orchestra. 

But those whose fears and forebodings were darkest 
had not heard of McParland, and there was reason why 
they should be kept in ignorance until the time was 
propitious for “McKenna’™ to spring his trap, which 
he did in due season. The day came when McKenna 
decided it was time to become James McParland on e 
more, and that day marked the beginning of the end of 
the band. It also marked the opening of the biggest 
raid that was ever made on any band of outlaws in 
any of the states. There had been a mobilization of 
law officers: and at a signal that had been carefully 
prearranged, the leaders and their followers were 
gathered in, in blocks. For some days thereafter there 
was very little coal mined in the Schuytkill and Shamo 
kin districts. 

This was the climax of MeParland’s task. He had 
stipulated when he was set to work that he should 
never be called upon to testify as a witness or reveal 
his identity in any manner; but he did not insist on 
the fulfillment of the contract. While he was among 
the “Mollies’’ he had witnessed enough to change his 
entire view. He was eager, and even anxious, to step 
out in the open and let the murderers know that it was 
he, James McParland, an operative in the Pinkerton or 
ganization, who had precipitated the wreck of the 
combination. ° 

A particularly revolting crime the 
Thomas Sanger, a voung Englishman, who 
a mine boss for only a short while before. he 
a violent end. Early one ‘morning Sanger 
house to go to the mine, when he was met by 
the gang, who shot him through thie arm 
a word of warning. Sanger ran at full speed in 
direction of a house, when he was shot by another ol 
the band, and this caused him to fall. Then two others 
charged on him and poured bullets into his body while 
he was prostrate on the ground. The four “Mollies”’ 
who figured in this murder told MeParland the whole 
story while he was moving among them as “McKenna.” 
and their recital of the grewsome facts was given in a 
most boastful manner. This decided McParland to ig- 
nore that part of his contract which sought to keep him 
in the background 

The confession of these four men enraged M Parland 
to such an extent that all the forces of self-control at 
his command had to be exercised to restrain him from

\t first they fell back on tactics that had worked well 
before, consisting of perjured alibis chiefly; but these 
availed as nothing when McParland went on the stand 
and smashed one after another. 

The “Molly Maguires’ indeed panic-stricken, 
and it was at first hard for them to realize that their 
pal, “McKenna,” was in reality an entirely differ- 
ent Kind of a person than they had thought him to be.
